Liberal Member 
Says Aberhart 
Dodges Problem 


Government Should Use Powers to Reduce 
Interest Rates Immediately—Is Within 
Province of Premier if Action Wished 


Charging that the Aberhart government had completely 
overlooked Alberta's most pressing problem, and calling on 
them to take drastic action to relieve the overpowering bure 
den, George H. Van Allen, K.C., Liberal member for Edmons 
ton, came to the support of “the forgotten man” on Thursday 
afternoon in continuing his speech in the debate. 

Challenging the government to words into 
action, Mr. Van Allen pointed out that while the public debt 
was high, the private debt load in Alberta is the biggest 
single problem of the producers, the workers and the home

owners, and that until some government action was taken 


to reduce existing interest rates, all talk was futile. 


A/herta’s Most Pressing Problem 
“In my belief, the great and most pressing problem of 
the people is the weight of private debts and interest. Much 
has been said about the crushing burden of the Public Debt. 
I fear it has been emphasized far too much. The real and 
| almost over-powering burden on the people is not the public 
but the private debts of individuals,’ said Mr. Van

| “The private debt load is the biggest single problem of 
producers, the workers and the home owners. This load is 
chiefly due to the accumulation of interest at high and 
éxorbitant rates, mainly accumulated since 1930, a period 
of restricted markets and therefore lower prices. This load 
has become a nightmare to the people. It is the plain duty 
of the government to act,” he continued. 


While the present increase in the price level, due to better 
markets is most encouraging, it could not be looked on as a 
remedy for the situation. 


Means Only Postponement of Fatal Day 

“The proposed amendment to the Debt Adjustment Act 
by extending the zero date from July 1, 1932, to July 1, 1935, 
is no remedy either. It is only a sort of postponement—just 


he | delay—just more and more piling up of debts, with all the 


evils of the present set-up continued,” said Mr. Van Allen, 
“Blockade is not the remedy. There is only one remedy—and 
| that is real debt adjustment on a basis fair to creditors and 
fair to debtors coupled with refunding over a period of years 
and at lower rates of interest. This remedy lies within the 
power of the government. 


“The producers, workers and homeowners cannot pay 
the current rates of 7°,, 8°, 9°, and 10° on debts. They 
cannot pay more than 5‘; and more over they will never 
pay more than 5‘,. 


“The federal government has recognized this and recently 
has cut down interest rates on mortgages to the Canadian 
farm Loan Board to 5‘ In. Ontario the government is 
lending money to farmers at 4% and amortised over 20

“The Canadian Housing Act is a dead letter, because the 
lending institutions have not seen fit up to date to co-operate 
with the Canadian government.

Unless the lend- 
ing institutions line up with the government immediately on 
a basis of 5'., governments themselves must assume the 
responsibility.

HE electors of Quebec wiped out both the oldline politi- 

cal parties in an outburst of disgust at the centraliza- 

tion of standstill bureacracy in Quebee City and Ottawa 
City. 


Youth demands action, and Quebec City and Ottawa 
City dealt exclusively with reasons why polite and long- 
drawn-out investigation was the only available function of 
government. The answer was the Quebec overturn; and 
the political forces which accomplished that overturn are 


now trained on Ottawa 


The electors who voted for the Liberal party in order 
to make a complete ending of the Bennett regime, are 
just as ready to vote the Liberals out in protest against 
inaction, 


The Maritimes are discussing secession. Manitoba has 
registered disgust by electing a number of different politi- 
cal elements without any controlling majority. Alberta is 
viewing, with a mixture of pride and alarm, the gyrations 
of the man on the high financial trapeze. British Columbia 
holds, also with a mixture of pride and alarm, greater 


C.C.F. strength than any other province. 


The doing of substantial development and restoration 
works is the only way to attain political stability. Two 
or three million people in Canada are willing and eager to 
carry out these development and restoration works just 
as soon as Ottawa will break the money famine, and give 
the workers financial instalment loan facilities upon which 
to finance these works. 


’ There being no risk of loss, and every certainty of 
national restoration and benefit, by the broadest imme- 
diate method of getting the people back to work making 
profits not only for themselves but also for the nation, it 
is a national calamity that Ottawa cannot sense the force 
of the youth movement, and remains tightly held in the 
oldman standstill mental attitude in which good intentions 
take the place of action. 


This is a destructive policy which heads the Liberal 
party for the gate on which the word exit is painted in 
large letters. The Ottawa Government is under urgent 
necessity to make contact and arrive at understanding 
with the youth movement. Otherwise the end is in sight. 


An army of old)-men cannot win a political battle any 
more than it can win a military battle. Pre-war political 
thoughts have no place in the minds of those born since 
1914, and to these young people nothing talks but action 
and results. 


The young are coming into power in Canada and it is 
a waste of time trying to stop them by investigations and 
explanations. Both oldline parties will be annihilated un- 
less actions and results of national scope precede a gen- 
eral election. Ottawa had better call in some young abil- 
ities than see the Liberal party pass into history. Quebec 
results show that this is the next certainty along oldman

The old stand-by in paint is white 
lead thinned with linseed oil, with 
turpentine and a drier added. This 
paint can be mixed at home, with 
the oils in proportion to the kind 
of work to be done, As an example, 
paint for a priming coat requires 
more oi] and turpentine than paint 
for a finishing coat, The kind of 
wood that is to be painted may also 
make a difference in the propor- 
tions. When 10 gallons or so of paint 
are needed, there may be economy 
in mixing it yourself, The makers 
of white lead and zinc will tell you 
the proportions for different uses 
and

For small quantities there is less

NEW STREAMLINE 
SPEED TRAIN IS 
DUE HERE SOON 


Although definite information 
eoncerning the proposed running 
schedule of the new stream-lined 
speed car of the C.P.R. has not yet 
reached local officials of the com- 
fany, they expect the train to begin 
its Edmonton-Calgary run some- 
time in September, they stated this 
morning. 

The new train has a capacity 
speed of 110 miles per hour, but its 
usual rate will probably not ex- 
ceed 70 miles per hour in order to 
accommodate itself to the recondi- 
tioned roadbed of the line between 
Edmonton and Calgary.

250,000 pounds, It has a coal capa- 
city of 12 tons and a water capacity | 
of 7,000 Imperial gallons 

The train will have four cars, in- 
cluding mail and express car, bag- | 
gage car, and two passenger coach- 
es seating 51 people each.
